MANY OLD FEATS CHALLENGES 
PRESENT DAY WORKMEN. 





Luminous Painting of the Japanese 
Gives Rise to a Story of the Em- 
peror Tai Tsung—Reman Workman 
Invented a Glass Cup That Would 
Bend But Not,, Break—Damascus 
Sword Blades. 


It is sáid that the art of luminous; 


painting was known to the Japanese 
so long ago ag 976 A.D., in the dynas- 
ty of the Emperor Tai Tsung of the 
ung dyfiasty. He had in his posses- 
sion a picture painted by one Su 
Ngoh that was a spirited affair, being 
nothing more or less, however, than 
& picture of an ox that everyday left 
the picture frame to graze and then 
returned to the frame to sleep at 
night. ` This-thing worried the emper- 
or, as it seemed to His mind to 
more realistic than was necessary i 
just a common picture of a commo 
ox, so he made numerous 
among his subjects as to why the ox, 
being only a picture, daily went out 
to graze, 

one of the people, of course, could 
explain the phenomenon and the em- 
peror finally appealed to a certain 
wise Buddhist priest, who said hat 
the Japanese painter had known of 
an ancient secret and applied it to 


his art in painting the picture. It 
really was nothing, explained the 
learned. priest, more than that the 


artist had found some nacreous sub- 
stance within the flesh of a certain 
kind of oyster that could be picked 


up among the rocks when the tide 
was low. This substance was drie 
and then ground into. color material, 


and pictures painted with these colors 
were invisible by day and tuminous 
by night, &o the secret was that dur- 
ing the day the figure of the ox was 
not visible, and it was therefore said 
that it left the frame to go on graz- 
ing. 

History relates that during the age 
of Tiberius a Roman workman who 
had been banished was allowed to re- 
turn to Rome, which he did, bringing 
with him a glass cup—a really won- 
derful cup, for he dashed it upon the 
pavement and it was not broken by 
the fall, although dented, but with a 
hammer he easily bent it into shape 
again. It was brilliant, transparent, 
but not brittle. Jt is further stated 
that the Romans were much interest- 
ed and learned that the man had ob- 
tained the cup from the Arabians, 
who are wonderful chemists. In the 
books of that long ago time there fs 
a glass mentioned that if supported 
by its own,weight would in a day 
dwindle down to a fine line and could 
be curved around the wrist like a 
bracelet. 

The glassblowers of ancient Thebes 
are known to have been far in ad- 
vance of the most proficient crafts- 
men of our day of “progress,” some 
4,000 years later. They were well ac- 
quainted with the art of staining 
glass, and are known to have pro- 
duced that article im great profusion 
and perfection.  Rossellini tells of a 
piece of stained glass known to be 
4,000 years old which displayed ar- 
tistie taste of high order, both in tint 
and design In this specimen the 
color is struck through the vitrified 
structure, and he mentions other de- 
signs struck entirely in from 
one-half to three-quarters of an inch

Medical Museum at Washington, a 
Specimen of microscopic. writing cn 
glass. This writing consists of the

1-294 by 1-441 of an inch, or an area 
of 1-129654 of a square inch. These 
lines are about 1-50000 of an inch 
apart. Now, to get some idea of the 
minuteness of this writing: There 
are in the Lord's Prayer 227 letters 
and if, as here, this number occupies 
fhe 1-129654 of an inch there would 
be room on an entire square inch for 
29,482,458 such letters similarly 
spaced. The entire Bible, Old and 
New Testaments, contains but 3,569,- 
480 letters, and there would therefore 
be room enough te write-the entire 
Bible eight times over on one square 
inch of glass in the «nme manner as 
the words of the Lord's Prayer have 
been written on this specimen. Such 
a statement Staggers the imagination, 
but the figures are easily verified and 
are certainly correct.

One of the most famous of postmor- 
tem jokes was tbat perpetrated by the 
donor of the celebruted Soane museum 
ot pictures and other valuable objects 
d'art to England, the late Sir John 
Soane, who died in 1837. Ip his will 
Sir Jobn made provision for the open- 
ing of three sealed cupboards on cer- 
talu specified dates in tbe presence ot 
the trustees. Iu 1860—that is to say, 
almost thirty years ufter the deatb of 
the testator—the first of the mysterious 
receptacles was with mocb ceremony 
"ud breaking of seals opened in the 
presence of a committee of men, witb 
the then president of tbe Royal acad- 
emy, Sir F. Graut, at their bead. in- 
stead of s priceless treasure or some 
evidence that would throw an entirely 
new light upon some doubtful incident 
in politica! history the contents of the 
cupboard’ proved to be worthless ac- 
counts, letters and stationery.

A dairy cow ie often by the 
seals of pointe of the TI which 
she belongs. Another method is to 
rate her according to her general ap- 
pearance and the external indications 
of milking powers ; appearances are 
sometimes deceitful. Recently a far- 
mer near Ormstown, Que. sold fire cows 
at $95 each, saying they were no good 
as dairy cows. The purchaser found 
to his great satisfaction that one gave 
him 10,000 1b. milk, and another 18,000 
lb. Sometimis cow is valued because 
she is easy to keep, or sheis a docile 
family pet. Coming nearer to the 
practical test, & farmer may judge his 
best cow to be the one that daily gives 
a couple of pails full of milk in June ; 
though shemay quickly decrease in 
flow, the remembrance of that yield 
sticks in ber owner's mind and she is 
undeservedly ranked too high. Or she 
may have earned a wide local reputa- 
tion just by one isolated test for fat 
very likely higher than normal On 
the other hand a cow that gives only a 
moderate yield but attends strictly to 
business for a reasonably long milking 
period will probably prove the most 


valusble. Again there may be some| 


general idea of production, but totals 
that are only estimated are generally 
in excess of the actual vield, 

The positive proof of value is cer- 
tainty of the cow's ability to produce 
milk and fat economically ; the gener- 
ous minded, unselfish, real dairy cow, 
independent of strikes and lockouts, 
works full time, and returns a hand- 
some margin of profit above the com: 
puted cost of feed. The one infallible 
test is a record of the production of 
each cow for the full period of lacta- 
tion. Don't average up the. herd, as 
certain that eacb cow is a spec'alist. 


CENSUS BULLETIN OF CROPS 
AND LIVE STOCK. 


Ottawa, May 10.—Tbe Census and 
Statistics Office bas issued to-day its 
May Bulletin on the condition of crops 
and live stock for Canada. 

The reports made at the end of April 
show that good progress bad been 
made with spring seeding in Ontario 
and tbe western provinces, but that in 
Quebec and the Maritime provinces 
little more than a beginning had been 
made, Ontario and Alberta arein the 
lead with spring wheat and oats, the 
former with 8934 per cent of the 
spring wheat and 74 74 per cent of the 
oats in the ground, and the latter with 
97.00 of the wheat and 73.13 of the 
oats. Ontario had also 72.94 per cent 
of the barley seeded, and Alberta only 
39.17 per cent. Manitoba and Sask- 
atcbewan had nearly equal proportions 
of the wheatlend finished, the former 
with 90 68 per cent and thelatter witb 
92.60 per cent ; but both were slow 
with oats and barley. British Colum- 
bia bad a showing of 78.83 for spring 
wheat sowo, of 51 56 for oats and 39 17 
for barley. 

Ontario and Alberta are tbe only 
provinces with a substantial showivg 
of fali wheat, and whilst in the first- 
pamed the condition at the end of 
April was 95 47 per cent, in the second 
it was only 8166 per cent. Alberta al- 
so showed considerabie loss by winter- 
killing and droutb, the proportion of 
the srea sown being 22.46 per cent as 
compared with 6.42 per cent in On- 
tario. In British Columbia the loss 
by winter-killing was five per cent of 
the area sown, and the condition at 
tbe end of April was 100. 

The hay and clover meadows suffer- 
ed by winter-killing 12.80 per cent in 
British Columbia and 11.65 per cent in 
Quebec, but in all other provinces the 
loss was comparatively «slight. The 
condition of these crops was good in 
all the provinces, ranging from 81.85
